Venezuelans

In Mexico 


PANAMA CITY (UPI) — 
Four armed leftist guerrillas 
hijacked a Venezuelan air¬ 
liner with 37 persons aboard 
Friday night and forced it to 
land in Panama. The hi¬ 
jackers then ordered the 
plane to fly to Cuba via Mex¬ 
ico. 

The leftists, identified by 
Venezuelan political police in 
Caracas as members of the 
Point Zero leftist group, hand¬ 
ed a correspondent a list of 
79 political prisoners they 
wanted freed. They threat¬ 
ened to blow up the plane if 
their demands were not met. 

They gave no deadline for 
the "political prisoners" to be 
released. 

After permitting three 
women and two children to 
leave the plane, the twin-en¬ 
gine Convair airliner of the 
state-run Avensa Airline left 
for Merida, Mexico, 25 miles 
from the Gulf of Mexico. The 
hijackers said their ultimate 
destination was Cuba. 


Christine Sinclair of Guelph, 
Ont., and Marjan Drijber of 
Rockwood, Ont., both 19, were 
hit by a hail of bullets from 
the Zambian side of the Zam¬ 
bezi River as they hiked along 
a path accompanied by John 
and Carol Crothers of Troy, 
Ohio. John was wounded but 
Carol escaped unhurt. 

The body of Miss Sinclair, 
recovered from a rocky ledge 
overlooking the river, will be 
flown back to Canada through 
South Africa. Malcolm Leith, 
member of the Canadian high 
commission in Lusaka, said 
the Zambian government has 
not replied to his request that 
the body be sent back through 
Zambia. 

Though Canada does not re¬ 
cognize the Rhodesian regime 
of Ian Smith, Leith arrived in 
Rhodesia "in a semi-private 
capacity at the request of 
Christine s parents." 

Leith said Christine’s fa¬ 
ther, a Presbyterian minister 
in Guelph, asked that a me¬ 
morial service be held in Rho¬ 
desia before the body is* re¬ 
turned to Canada for burial.*

SAN FRANCISCO - A 3220,000 political 
espionage lawsuit was filed Friday against 
John Mitchell, Maurice Stans, Donald Segret- 
ti, Herbert K aim bach and the Committee to 
Re-elect the President by two campaign staff 
members for former senator Eugene 
McCarthy. 

The sufit accused the four former Nixm 
aides of being involved in "theft and forg¬ 
ery" of McCarthy material for the June 6, 
1972, presidential primary in California. 

In Washington, Senator Stuart Symington, 
a Democrat, said Friday he has obtained 11 
"highly significant" CIA memos which ap¬ 
pear to verify his conclusion that the White 


House tried falsely to blame the CLA for the 
Watergate affair. 

"It is even more difficult tor me to visual¬ 
ize that the president knew nothing about it," 
said Symington. 

He said all 11 memos have been sent to 
the U.S. lawyer investigating the Watergate 
case and to the senate Watergate investigat¬ 
ing committee. 

Meanwhile, attorney - general designate 
Elliot Richardson has chosen Archibald Cox, 
a Democrat and former high-ranking justice 
department official, as the special Watergate 
prosecutor. Richardson said Cox would have 
a free hand, but he retained "ultimate power 
of removal" over the special prosecutor.

BONN (UPI) — Soviet Com¬ 
munist party head Leonid 
Brezhnev opened his first visit 
to West Germany Friday with 
a pledge to build "peace In 
Europe.” He was guarded by 
a security force the size of 
two army divisions. 

Chancellor Willy Brandt, 
Russian children from the 
embassy beariW red carna¬ 
tions and a 27,000-man securi¬ 
ty force shepherded Brezhnev 
in the first trip to Bonn by a 
Soviet party or government 
head. 

In downtown Bonn, far from 
Brezhnev’s Rhine hilltop re¬ 
treat, the pro-Soviet Commu¬ 
nist party of Germany staged 
a welcome rally of singing 
and speech making.

Bleeding from Boivel 


By G. C. THOSTESON, M.D. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: When 
my baby was 14 months old, 
he started bleeding from the 
bowel. At the hospital they 
diagnosed it as Meckel’s di¬ 
verticulum, and they operat¬ 
ed. 

Now I’m wondering if this 
is anything like diverticulo6is 
that you have written about, 
and if there is more than one 
pouch involved. They told us 
at the hospital that there was 
only one, but ‘i wondered if 
they said that just so we 
wouldn’t worry. 

Do you think they took out 
part of the intestine, or just 
the pouch? And can this re¬ 
cur? —Mrs* C.J. 

Meckel’s diverticulum re¬ 
sembles the adult diver- 
ticulosds which I write about 
only to the extent that Meck¬ 
el’s diverticulum is a blind 
pouch in the wall of the small 
intestines. Pouches are com- 
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mon among older adults, but 
are in the cokxi, or lower 
bowel. 

Meckel’s diverticulum 
occurs in the small intestine, 
and there is only one, instead 
of the multiple ones that 
occur in adults. 

Best way to think of it is to 
compare it to the appendix — 
a pouch or duct which may 
cause no trouble, or may be¬ 
come inflamed and painful, or 
may ulcerate and bleed. In 
some instances the blind end 
of the pouch may be attached 
to the abdominal wall, and in 


some cases adhesions can 
cause intestinal obstruction. 

The treatment is the same 
as for appendicitis: surgical 
removal. There is no need 
to remove part of the intes¬ 
tine, too. 

There 1* no recurrence, any 
more than there is any recur¬ 
rence after an appendix has 
been removed. Nor do new 
pouches form; Meckel’s di¬ 
verticulum is a congenital de¬ 
feat, meaning that the baby 
was bom with it A quirk of 
development. 

While not nearly as com¬ 
mon as the adult diver- 
tkulosis, Meckel’s diver¬ 
ticulum is discovered fre¬ 
quently enough to be readily 
recognized by physicians. 
About one person in 50 will 
be bom with it, but not all 
will require surgery far it 
That depends on whether it 
causes trouble.

Work’s Okay , But the Job! 


OTTAWA (CP) - Measures 
that would give countries 
power to fight pollution and 
conserve fisheries at least 200 
raises off their coasts are 
weathering rough seas but 
should survive future interna¬ 
tional negotiations, says Alan 
Beesley, external affairs de¬ 
partment legal adviser. 

He said Friday that some of 
the tough new rules, proposed 
by Canada and several other 
countries, are meeting opposi¬ 
tion from the United States, 
the Soviet Union, Europe and 
tome landlocked countries. 

But he told the Commons 
external affairs committee 
the majority of countries are 
swinging toward the Canadian 
position, and he foresees suc¬ 
cess at the Law of the Sea 
Conference to be held in San¬ 
tiago, Chile, next spring. 

Meanwhile, Canada and 
other supporters are battling 
in closed-door meetings to 
give coastal states more clout 
in protecting ocean resources 
against, pollution and over- 
exploitation. 

He said Canada seeks inter¬ 
national agreement permit¬ 
ting states to exercise control 
over the seabed, fisheries and 
pollution to the edge of the 
continental shelf, in some 
places more than 200 miles 
from shore. 

Under a 1958 convention, 
coastal states already have 
limited sovereign rights over 
exploitation and exploration 
of the seabed itself to the 
edge of the continental shelf. 

Beesley said broader 
powers are needed to meet 
the fascinating but frightening 
new problems posed by giant 
tankers, and by long-range 
factory ships that are exploit¬ 
ing, and endangering, fish re¬ 
sources. 

He said coastal countries 
also deserve a favored share, 
perhaps the sole harvest, over 
certain fish species that re¬ 
quire inland facilities. Cana¬ 
da, for example, finances hat-

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Storm Clouds-in the Bahamas 


T HERE ARE ABOUT 170,000 people living in 
the sunny Bahamas and of their number some 
6,500 reside on Abaco, “whitest” of the 30 inhabit¬ 
ed islands of the 760-mile-long archipelago. Their 
leaders in the “Free Abaconian” group have writ¬ 
ten a script that could provide as much excitement 
as the Indies have known since the adventurous 
days of the pirates and privateers — and tragedy 
as well. They do not want to be governed by Prime 
Minister Lynden Pindling’s black government at 
Nassau. They want to remain under Great Bri¬ 
tain’s suzerainty. 

In fact, they threaten secession when the Ba¬ 
hamas get their independence from Britain on July 
10 . 

They have made a rather pathetic appeal to 
Her Majesty’s government to remain a Crown co¬ 
lony and they have threatened, after a cool recep¬ 
tion of their plea in London, to take the matter to 
the United Nations. 

Since they appt*ecjate they have little hope of 
a sympathetic hearing there, they feel there is only 
one remaining option. They will secede and, if nec¬ 
essary, fight for their freedom. 

All might have been settled without too much 
fuss and the hotheads among the Abaconians 
talked into reason had it not been for what is 
suspected to have been encouragement from the 
powerful and ubiquitous Central Intelligence 
Agency. The explanation offered is that the United 


States government is disturbed at the prospect of a 
black state so close to Florida and near enough to 
Cuba to be influenced by Castro-type communism.- 
But what Abaco’s secession, even if* it were to 
succeed, could accomplish in the way of providing a 
buffer is difficult to perceive. 

Earl Smith, former American envoy to Cuba 
when Batista was in power, has gone on record as 
warning that “if and when the Bahamas lose the 
protective arm of Great Britain it is probable there 
will be another Cuba in the West Indies, either by a 
leftist dictatorship or a takeover by Castro.” 

If the United States government accepts this 
view the interest of the CIA in the Abaco disaffec¬ 
tion becomes more logical. Given the sort of sup¬ 
port the secret sources nearby could provide, the 
handful of Abaconians could conceivably upset the 
government in Nassau and impose their own sort 
of dictatorship. 

The old “white” families of Abaco are descend¬ 
ants of men and women who left the American 
states at the time of the revolution of 1776. Their 
forefathers went south while others of the same po¬ 
litical persuasion went north and settled the United 
Empire Loyalist lands of the Mari times and On¬ 
tario. It would be a pity if these islanders were en¬ 
couraged in some sort of adventure that could end 
in their humiliation or worse. 

If all this seems too preposterous for belief, so 
was the Bay of Pigs. 


A Beach by Any Other Name 


YVTHILE THE VICTORIA DAY holiday vveek- 
end program here offers a variety of en¬ 
tertainment encouraging people to stay put, there 
are enticements of different sorts for travel, and 
many are on the move. Island Highway traffic 
can be expected to continue on the extra heavy 
side during this and the next two days. And with 
pi'orrtises of good weather, much of it undoubtedly 
will be Long Beach-bound. 

Long Beach? That surf-pounded stretch of 
sand, once talked about for Sir Malcolm Campbell 
speed runs up Tofino way, isn’t supposed to go by 
that name any longer. It’s part of the new Pacific 
Rim National Park, an outer rim big enough to 
serve as an aircraft landing strip. As a matter of 
fact, piles were driven, covering its length and 
breadth, to guard against the possibility of enemy 
planes setting down during the Second World War. 

Pacific Rim? That doesn’t seem to have gone 
too well, with the main objection being it takes in 
whole countries of the ocean bordering it, and who 
are we to take it as our own? 

Controversy over the name has rumbled off 
and on ever since the welcome announcement was 
made in 1971 of the setting up of the west coast na¬ 
tional park. There was an immediate outcry for 
some other, and Wickaninnish, the name of an In¬ 


dian chief who played historic hob with 18th centu¬ 
ry bold and white-faced exploration of the coast, 
was proposed as an alternative. 

Wickaninnish? Why not, with its link with the 
past and the catchy sound of its pronunciation? 
There appears to be general forgiveness of the old 
chief for his unfriendliness, and acceptance of his 
name in place of Pacific Rim. The B.C. Ferries Au¬ 
thority is so confident that this is what it will be 
that it has printed a pamphlet on its services with a 
map designating the park as Wickaninnish. 

But that hasn’t happened. The federal govern¬ 
ment doesn’t seem to be warm to Wickaninnish. Or 
perhaps it’s confused, as well it might be. 

The provincial government followed up a re¬ 
quest to the Ottawa authorities that Wickaninnish, 
or another Indian chief's name, Maquinna, be con¬ 
sidered with a further suggestion: perhaps “illahie” 
which in the Chinook language is supposed to mean 
“homeland” or “tillicum” for “friend”* might be 
suitable. 

Whether the official Pacific Rim name is ever 
changed is a moot point. It should be, though, and 
there is a certain appeal to all of the alternatives 
that have been forwarded. But that beach undoubt¬ 
edly will be referred to always by many as what it 
is — long. Why not find an Indian word for that?

Europe Welcomes Japanese Business 


No Payment 
For Damage 

Last month I mailed to a 
friend in Sevenoaks, Kent, 
England, a valuable piece of 
pottery made in his kiln at 
Vallauris, Alpes Maritimes, 
France, by the world-famous 
artist, Pablo Picasso, who 
died recently. The parcel con¬ 
taining the plate was careful¬ 
ly packed, properly registered 
and insured against damage. 

The plate arrived at its des¬ 
tination in small fragments. It 
■is irreplaceable. I applied to 
the postmaster-general’s of¬ 
fice in Ottawa for the com¬ 
pensation to which I was en¬ 
titled, as I assumed under the 
terms of the contract. I quote 
the reply I have just received. 

"I must advise you that 
payment for indemnity for 
damage to mail which has 
been insured is given consid¬ 
eration providing these arti¬ 
cles are packed according to 
our regulations and are not of 
a fragile nature. While the 
damage is very much regret¬ 
ted, I must advise you that no 
compensation is payable in 
this case as the Picasso plate 
is a fragile item. The insur¬ 
ance receipt you received 
’Fragile or perishable articles 
are not insured against dam¬ 
age.’ (Note — I received no 
such receipt.) Parcels are not 
given individual handling but 
are processed in bulk and are 
transported inside mailbags 
along with many other par¬ 
cels. Tiie bags in turn receive 
much handling in transit to 
other countries and are there¬ 
fore subject to heavy pres¬ 
sure.’’

Shoji Hattori, 73-year-old 
president of K. Hattori and 
Company of Tokyo, the 
world's biggest watch manu¬ 
facturer after the American 
Timex Company, consulted 
his quartz wrist piece at his 
Paris hotel and observed 
cooly: ”It’i lost three seconds 
during the past month.” 

Mr. Hattori, whose hobby is 
pattery-rrsaking, has been visit¬ 
ing the European domain of 
his sales empire on a tour 
which takes him to London, 
where he plans to open a 
fully-fledged British head¬ 
quarters. 

Founded 92 years ago, the 
Hattori company now manu¬ 
facturers 15 million watches 
and eight million clocks a 
year under the brand name 
Seiko at 21 factories in Japan, 
Korea, Hong Kong, Singapore 
and Brazil. While in Paris Mr. 
Hattori presented the city hall 
with a $30,000 electronic clock 
which tells the time for 30 
capital cities simultaneously. 

★ ★ ★ 

Mr. Hattori told me: "The 
secret of the success of the 
Seiko watch is our after-sales 
service. We have learned the 
lesson of Honda, the car and 
motorcycle makers, by set¬ 
ting up a chain of efficient 
sub-stations all over the 
world.” 

Seiko-Hattori claims that 
their watches, which range in 
price from about $50 to $500, 
fill the middle ground be¬ 
tween the cheap ticker and 
the Swiss products catering 
for the carriage trade. M. 
Raymond ZeitoUn, import 
manager of Seiko-Hattori’s 
French distributors UTI, 
says: “Japanese watches pro¬ 
vide Swiss quality and relia¬ 
bility at half the price.” 

So Mr. Hattori was shocked 
when he saw the elegant steel 
and glass showroom on the 
Champs Ely secs where the 
Seiko range is being present¬ 
ed to the French public. “Too 
smart,” he told me. “People 
will think we are selling mer¬ 
chandise which they cannot 
afford.” 

Basking in the European 
success of Japan’s pho¬ 
tographic, electronics and mo¬ 
tor-car makers, Mr. Hattori is 
confident that he can now 
carve out a handsome slice of 
the watch market for Seiko. 
In order to cope with the 
threat of Common Market 
protectionism he is looking 
around Europe for a site for a 
Seiko factory.

But Japanese Air Lines has 
chosen a site across the River 
Seine near the Eiffel Tower 
for a 784-room hotel which it 
is opening two years from 
now. 


Washington Calling 


For its new French televi¬ 
sion factory, Sony has select¬ 
ed Bordeaux near the claret 
wine country where ’a Japa¬ 
nese consortium has made a 
$2.5 million offer for the pros¬ 
perous Caillevet vineyards. 


French businessmen and 
government officials are 
impressed by the Japanese 
eagerness to invest. President 
Pompidou was dumbfounded 
earlier this month when 
Foreign Minister Masayoski 
Chira proposed, during an of¬ 
ficial visit to Paris, that 
France should enter into part¬ 
nership with Japan on proj¬ 
ects to rebuild war-stricken 
Vietnam. 

For the powerful Confedera¬ 
tion of Japanese Industry, 
which is headed by Mr. Hat¬ 
tori, Europe offers particu¬ 
larly tempting advantages: 
European consumer markets 
are expanding and it is much 
easier to obtain a foothold in 
a booming market than to ob¬ 
tain a share of a stagnating 
one. 

The other bait which whets 


Japanese appetities is the ab¬ 
sence of any coordinated re¬ 
sistance by European in¬ 
dustry. A Japanese exporter 
said in Paris: “The monetary 
crisis has confirmed that 
Europe is incapable of acting 
in concert. The rivalry be¬ 
tween European businesa 
firms is a -standing invitation 
for us to attack the weakest 
chinks in their armor.” 

Meanwhile, blithely Ignor¬ 
ing the long-term objectives 
of the Japanese, the French 
are welcoming them with 
open arms. A leading Paris 
hotel-owner remarked: “We 
adore them. They make their 
own beds and never complain 
about the -rudeness of the 
staff.” 

A recent poll conducted by 
the French Tourist Commis¬ 
sion revealed that, in con¬ 
trast with more sensitive 
foreign visitors, only 5 per cent 
of the Japanese consider the 
French inhospitable. And, as 
a tip for French—or other Eu¬ 
ropean businessmen who in¬ 
tend to invite a Japanese ty¬ 
coon to dinner, his favorite 
food is snails in garlic and a 
Marseilles-style bouillabaisse 
fish soup.

Good Choice for Peking 


Arriving in Peking as am¬ 
bassador of the United States 
to China in everything but 
name, David K. E. Bruce is 
initiating a new phase in the 
rapidly developing rela¬ 
tionship between the two 
countries. The speed with 
which the exchange of mis¬ 
sions between Peking and 
Washington came about is in 
itself remarkable. 

When Henry Kissinger, the 
president’s adviser on na¬ 
tional security affairs, came 
here in February the outside 
limit of his hope was to get 
agreement on trade offices in 
the two capitals. 

This would be a modest es¬ 
tablishment, without fanfare, 
intended to smooth the way 
for increased trade. He was 
astonished when Premier 
Chou En-lai suggested a liai¬ 
son mission that w'ould have 
diplomatic immunity and 
some diplomatic privileges. 

The choice of Bruce was a 
ten-strike. Not only the senior 
U.S. diplomat serving as am-

bassador In Paris, Bonn and 
London, he is a scholar and a 
witty raconteur out of his 
wealth of experience. Yet, for 
all his many years in foreign 
posts he is unmistakably an 
American. His independence 
has been uppermost from the 
announcement of his appoint¬ 
ment to his arrival in Hong 
Kong, the first stop on the 
way to Peking. He has a dip¬ 
lomatic assignment of the 
first importance and he in¬ 
tends to devote himself to that 
task- with no distractions. He 
firmly resisted efforts to swell 
the mission with aides from 
commerce, agriculture and 
the USIA. 


His age, 75, was a further 
compliment to the Chinese. It 
is the age of Chou En-lai, 
whose achievements as diplo¬ 
mat and administrator over 
every detail of the life of this 
vast land are without parallel 
in the contemporary world. 

On each of his four visits to 
Peking, the first two years 
ago to lay the groundwork for 
the Nixon mission, Kissinger 
has spent many hours in dis¬ 
cussion with Chou. Meeting in 
the late morning and in the 
early evening, they would 
often talk late into the night. 
Kissinger has said that con¬ 
versation never lagged, no 
matter how long the discus¬ 
sion went on. 

Transcripts were made of 
these conversations and as 
part of the preparation for his 
assignment Bruce read the 
thousands of words exchanged 
between the two. It gave him 
an extraordinary insight into 
the mind of one of the com¬ 
manding figures of the cen¬ 
tury. And this will be a mark¬ 
ed advantage in forming what 
are certain to be his own close 
ties with toe premier. 

Having spent part of. his 
youth in Paris where he first 
became a member of the 
Communist party, Chou 
speaks French fluently, as do 
Bruce and his wife. Like 
Bruce, he has strong feelings 
for antiques and art objects. 
When he was in Geneva as 
head of the Chinese delegation 
to the Indochina conference 


he had in his villa porcelains 
of museum quality. 

In this liaison mission 
Bruce, who does not speak 
Chinese, is backstopped by a 
new generation of China spe¬ 
cialists. Eight of the 30 in the 
mission speak fluent Chinese. 
Since the older generation of 
China hands in the foreign 
service was destroyed in the 
McCarthy-Dulles era, it is toe 
more remarkable that these 
younger men are ready to 
understand and interpret the 
new China. 

Almost to the day 130 years 
ago, Secretary of State Daniel 
Webster sent Caleb Cushing, 
the first American emissary to 
Peking, to negotiate a treaty 
to protect American business¬ 
men and missionaries. One of 
Webster’s worries was that 
Cushing would be required 
when presented to toe emper¬ 
or to perform toe kowtow, 
which consisted of “three 
kneelings and nine prostra¬ 
tions” with the nose on the 
floor. It turned out that, while 
he did negotiate a treaty giv¬ 
ing Americans extraterritorial 
privileges, Cushing never saw 
toe emperor. 

Some critics called Nixon’s 
self-invited mission to Peking 
a kowtow. That was the be¬ 
ginning of the greatest diplo¬ 
matic venture of our time. 
And Bruce, initiating a new 
ora freed or the inhibitions of 
toe past, is an ideal choice to 
carry on that adventure. His 
ruddy face, toe mark of an 
American wlm has ridden 
hard over the hills of the Vir¬ 
ginia he loves, is immediately 
Identifiable. With his beautiful 
wife, Evangeline, they will 
represent the best of the Unit¬ 
ed States.

Soldier 

Slays 

Sniper 


BELFAST (AP) - British 
troops killed a guerrilla 
sniper in Belfast Friday, rais¬ 
ing the death toll to eight in 
latest 24 hours of the worst vi¬ 
olence Northern Ireland has 
seen in months. 

The gunman died from a 
single shot fired by an army 
marksman who spotted him 
aiming at a military post in 
the turbulent Roman Catholic 
Ardoyne sector, an Irish Re¬ 
publican Army itrongpoint. 

Since Thursday evening, 
four army sergeants, two 
guerrillas a Catholic civilian 
and a 14-year-old Catholic girl 
hit by sniper fire have died. 

The outbreak of violence in¬ 
tensified official fears that the 
IRA was stepping up its ter¬ 
ror campaign to wreck elec¬ 
tions scheduled during the 
next six weeks. 

“There have been signs of a 
buildup for some time,” an 
army source said. 

“The events of the last 24 
hours would seem to reinforce 
the belief we’re in for a blis¬ 
tering summer.”

U.S. Planes Shelter 
Large Supply Convoy 


PHNOM PENH — A large 
convoy of trucks and trailers 
laden with supplies reached 
Phnom Penh Friday under 
the umbrella of U.S. war¬ 
planes, military sources said. 
Hours later, seven of eight 
ships in a Mekong River sup¬ 
ply convoy arrived in port. 

The sources said the truck- 
trailer convoy successfully 
made the 134-mile supply run 
from the deepwater port of 
Kompong Som up Highway 4 
to the capital. 

In Paris presidential ad¬ 
visor Henry Kissinger and 
North Vietnam’s Le Due Tho 
concluded their second meet¬ 
ing in as many days Friday in 
search of a formula to end 
ceasefire violations in South 
Vietnam. A Hanoi official said 
"at least three or four more 
sessions” would be necessary. 

The American military 
command in Thailand, upon 
orders from the Pentagon, 


has not allowed corre¬ 
spondents to visit U.S. bases 
in Thailand since the Vietnam 
ceasefire Jan. 28. 

This was admitted by Col. 
Robert Burke, who headed the 
U.S. military press division in 
Saigon before taking over in a 
similar role in Bang Kok in 
April. 


With no officially sanctioned 
contact between American 
correspondents and about 
45,000 U.S. servicemen in 
Thailand for the last four 
months, the air force has 
been able to hide details of its 
bombing efforts in support of 
embattled allies in Cambodia 
and Laos.

BEIRUT (UPI) - A secret 
agreement between Lebanese 
and Palestinian leaders go¬ 
verning the future conduct 
of Arab guerrillas in Lebanon 
brought hopes of extended 
peace Friday. 

Hie agreement, reached 
Thursday after three days of 
talks, ended two weeks of ten¬ 
sion and fighting in which at 
least 250 soldiers, guerrillas 
and civilians were killed. 

r rha Beirut press, however, 
stressed that everything now 
depends on whether the 


Palestinian leaders can im¬ 
pose the terms of the agree¬ 
ment on guerrillas at all 
levels. 

Beirut newspapers said 
there was no formal written 
agreement — just an accord 
on new conditions that must 
l>€ enforced to guarantee Leb¬ 
anese Sovereignty. 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organization issued a state¬ 
ment which said in part: 
‘The executive committee 
asks ’ all the stragglers and 


fighters of the rerveflution to 
abide fully by implementation 
of the agreement and to main¬ 
tain full discipline.” 

But in Beirut, almost back

War on Basement Fire 


Saanich has taken its first 
firm steps in a two-pronged 
attack on basement fire traps. 

The initiative for such a 
drive came after the deaths of 
two email children in the 
basement suite of a home at 
2986 Inez, destroyed by fire 
Dec. 3L 

Saanich fire departments’ 
mounting concern has been 
directed at "legal” below- 
grade basement suites with¬ 
out proper exit doors and at 


badly constructed "illegal” 
suites improperly used for 
rental accommodation. 

A recent inspection of 125 
basements in one new Gordon 
Head town house development 
showed that they had been 
built without outride doors or 
windows although within pro- 
virions laid down by the Na¬ 
tional Building Code — a code 
accepted by most B.C. munic¬ 
ipalities including Saanich. 

Saanich fire department 


oonsider that one etairway to 
the main floor in such a build¬ 
ing is not enough and that 
there must be provision for a 
second exit. 

Saanich fire committee has 
now recommended council ap¬ 
prove a regulation for a sec¬ 
ond exit and that provirion be 
made for bedrooms of below- 
grade suites to have windows 
equalling 10 per cent of the 
floor area. 

Committee also wants coun¬ 


cil to amend the municipal 
building bylaw to ensure that 
apartment basement parking 
areas are built with fire-resis¬ 
tant concrete ceilings. Fire 
Chief Harold Gains says that 
slabs of concrete four inches 
thick will be required. 

Saanich fire committee 
chairman AM. William Noel 
said the question of a growing 
number of "illegal” suites 
within the municipality was 
being studied by Saanich staff 


and that a report should be 
available toon. 

Because of the do-it-yourself 
nature of their construction 
these basement suites present 
considerable fire hazards and 
Noel says that in many cases 
owners were risking their ten¬ 
ants’ lives. 

Noel says he has sensed op¬ 
position to many move to act 
against these illegal suites by 
other aldermen who feel that 


hundreds of tenants couM be 
turned out on the street 

"I have sensed a reluctance 
on the part of some membera 
of council to face up to this 
(fire hazard) . . . they fee! 
that some people are going to 
be displaced. I’d rather see 
them displaced from fire haz¬ 
ards and live than stay and 
suffer fatal burns." 

Noel favors more stringent 
fire hazard controls for rented 
accommodation.

Butterflies Play 
Young at Heart

Victoria Theatre Guild 
ranged through the centuries 
and across the continents in 
the season just ending, but 
it’s doubtful if the company 
has done better than with its 
closing play, Butterflies Are 
Free. 

I^eonard Gershe’s story of a 
blind boy determined to find 
his own way, and a girl who 
combines worldliness with 
oddly childish ways is a tafe 
of today — and much more. 

The locale is New York 
today; and the language and 
“goings-on,” as the ladies 
from Scarsdale might say, are 
today; the situation of a moth¬ 
er who is reluctant to release 
into the world a son who, she 
believes, really needs her, is 
timeless. 

Actually, it becomes clear 
that everyone needs the other, 
if not always for the expected 
reasons. 

Two fine young actors carry 
Butterflies Are Free and, 
combining their talents wdth 
the direction of Robert Price, 
do so vividly. 

They are Duncan Regchr as 
the blind boy, and Francine 
Wurster as the girl. 

It’s the first time I have 
seen Regehr in a role remote¬ 
ly like this, but I am sure he 
will be seen much more often 
onstage. 

His portrayal of the blind 
boy seems faultless to a de¬ 
gree that his direct acknowl¬ 
edgement of the rousing cur¬ 
tain applause is no surprise. 
And his characterization oth¬ 
erwise leaves nothing to be 
desired. 

Francine Wurster comes on 
strong and clear as the flighty 
girl who claims she doesn’t 
want, ever^to be committed. 

Her ability on stage is un¬ 
derlined here for anyone who 
saw her as the cold, cruel 
head nurse in Phoenix 
Theatre’s One Flew Over the 
Cuckoo Nest. 


Marg£ Bridgeman turns in 
another strong performance 
as the boy’s mother. 

Except for Sunday, the play 
continues at Lang ham Court 
through next Saturday. It 
should be a part of Victoria 
Day celebrations for everyone 
who enjoys good theatre. 


An on-slte investigation into 
pollution problems at the 
Jordan Rliver mine will be 
held June 4, the provincial 
Pollution Control Branch an¬ 
nounced Friday. 

Invitations have been sent 
to official objectors to the 
mine’s request to discharge 
more effluent, said branch 
spokesman James McCros- 
san. 

^ He explained there were 
two separate problems con¬ 
cerning the mine with which 
the braifeh is faced. The first 
concerns complaints about a 
broken discharge pipe allow¬ 
ing effluent to pollute beaches 
in the area. 

The second is the mine’s 
request for amendment to its 
pollution permit to increase 
the amount of effluent dis¬ 
charged through the pipe. 
Both problems will be inves¬ 
tigated at the on-site inspec¬ 
tion, he said. 

Heading the investigation 
team will be Harry Klassen, 
chief of the pollution control 
branch's industrial division. 
Three engineers and a biolo¬ 
gist will also be on the team. 

University of Victoria biolo¬ 
gist Derek Ellis has also been 
invited to join the inspection 
tour as he has been involved 
-in monitoring the discharge 
and its effects. 


Official objectors Invited in¬ 
clude the Capital. Regional 
Board, particularly Sooke 
area director Howard Elder, 
and four individuals. McCros- 
san said it was hoped the ob¬ 
jectors would help with the 
investigation “to make it as 
thorough as possible.” 

After the investigation Klas¬ 
sen will report back to branch 
director William Venables 
who will make the final deci¬ 
sion as to what to do about 
the problems. 


Venables has the legal 
power to make any order he 
finds necessary to prevent 
pollution, so he could force 
the mine to repair the broken 
pipe. 

McCrossan explained that 
the on-’site investigation would 
take place at 9 a.m. June 4 
because that was the next 
zero tide at the Jordan River 
beach. A zero tide — the 
lowest — was necessary so 
that investigators could see 
what was happening on the 
beach and near the pipe. 


Civil service salary in¬ 
creases ranging from 10 per 
cent to 18 per cent — and pos¬ 
sibly 60 per cent far a few 
deputy ministers — were an¬ 
nounced Friday by Provincial 
Secretary Ernest Hall. 

The major increases tor 
deputy ministers would com© 
from a completely new salary 
scale for them. 

The increases will cost the 
province a total of $14 million, 
of which $8.5 million has been 
provided in the 1973-74 es¬ 
timates. The other $5.5 million 
will be made available in spe¬ 
cial cabinet-ordered warrants 
from the surplus during the 
year, said Hall. 

The salary increases were 
set after two days of intensive 
negotiations between the gov¬ 
ernment and a negotiating 
team from the B.C. Govern¬ 
ment Employees Union. The 
negotiations took place even 
though the 33,000 civil ser¬ 
vants still don’t have legal 
collective bargaining rights. 

Under the settlement, all 
civil servants making $750 a 
month or less now will receive 
an increase of $75 a month 
across the board. Those earn¬ 
ing more than $750 a month 
will receive a 10 per cent 
increase. 

For those in the lower in¬ 
come groups, the increase 
will range, in percentage 
points, from 10 per cent for 
those at $750 a month up to 18 
per cent for those making the 
lowest salaries — now around 
$400 a month. 

The new scale far deputy 
ministers will give them sa¬ 
laries of between $33,00(k and 
$42,000 a year. Now most are 
paid between $26,000 and 
$27,000 a year. 

Hall explained the various 
deputy minister positions will 
be divided into three cate¬ 
gories with each position 
being dealt with individually. 

Those in Category I will be 
paid between $33,000 and 
$36,000 a year; those in Cate¬ 
gory II between $36,000 and 
$39,000; and those in Category 
III between $39,000 and 
$42,000. 

The increase for all civil 
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servants was considerably 
more substantial than that 
awarded over the last few 
years by the Social Credit 
government. Last year, most 


received increases of 6.5 per 
cent, although some went as 
high as 10 per cent. In 1971, 
the increase averaged 7.5 per 
cent. 

This year's pay increases 
will be retroactive to April 1 
the beginning of the fiscal 
year — and will first show up 
on June pay cheques. 

Civil servants also received 
improvements in holiday pro¬ 
visions. Those with 10 years 
service will now receive 17 
days annual vacation, and 
those with 15 years, four 
weeks. 

B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees Union general secre¬ 
tary John Fryer said he and 
the negotiating team were 
pleased with the increases 
which he described as “sub¬ 
stantial.” 

It was, he said, the “first 
time we were able to reach an 
agreement without having to 
rattle the sabres and bang the 
table.” 

The committee will recom¬ 
mend to the 18,000 members 
of the union that they accept 
the settlement in a ratifica¬ 
tion vote which will begin this 
week. 

Hall said, this would be the 
last year that the negotiations 
would be handled without a 
legal collective bargaining ar¬ 
rangement. 

A bill providing for bargain¬ 
ing rights was introduced for 
the first time at the spring 
legislative session, and this is 
expected to be passed, possi¬ 
bly with amendments, at the 
fall session. This will leave 
time for bargaining to be in 
effect for an increase next 
spring. 

Hall said he felt the settle¬ 
ment was "a fair one” which 
reflected increases in the pub¬ 
lic sector throughout the prov¬ 
ince. 

The new scale for deputy 
ministers would bring their 
salaries into line with those of 
other provinces, he said. 

Good salaries would help 
make “a first-class civil ser¬ 
vice” in the province, he 
added.

Victoria’s city comptroller 
Jim Bramley is expected to 
be appointed to the position of 
city manager before the end 
of this month. 

Bramley has been filling in 
as acting city manager since 
the position became vacant 
about three weeks ago when 
former city manager Bill Hoo- 
son was fired by a unanimous 
vote of city council. 

Mayor Peter Pollen 
wouldn't officially confirm 
Bramley’s appointment, but 
he said earlier this week that 
no advertisements had been 
placed in any newspapers in¬ 
viting applicants for the posi¬ 
tion. 

The mayor added at the 
time that “it is quite possible 
that the job will be filled by 
an in-plant promo¬ 
tion.” Senior . city hall de¬ 
partment heads consider 
Bramley’s appointment a fait- 
accompli. They say Bramley 
is more than qualified to fill 
the position. 

If Bramley is promoted to 
city manager, it’s expected 
that his present job of city 
comptroller will be taken over 
by his assistant Mason Shel- 
drick. 

Bramley is 48 years old He 
joined the city hall staff in 
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1955 as assistant comptroller 
and became comptroller in 
1960. 

Meanwhile, the city Is, ac¬ 
cording to the mayor, “active* 
ly soliciting applications” fqr.,, 
the position of city solicitor. 

That position will become 
vacant with the departure in 
July of present city solictor 
Terry O’Grady who has been 
appointed chief counsel for 
the new provincial insurance 
commission. 

Pollen said the city has ad¬ 
vertised the forthcoming va¬ 
cancy in the Victoria and 
Vancouver daily newspapers.

LONDON (AP) — Gold 
moved toward record prices . 
again Friday as one of the 
world’s strangest collection of 
investors counted tidy profits. 

Only the gold market brings 
together such profiteers as 
European capitalists, Soviet 
and Chinese communists, 
Arab oil sheiks, and South 
Africa’s white minority re¬ 
gime. All made money this 
week, one of the most turbu¬ 
lent in the history of Europe’* 
gold markets. 

The only clear loser has 
been the U.S. dollar, which 
ended the week by declining 
on most foreign exchange 
markets. 

Gold moved up $1.50 In 
Zurich and $2.25 in Ijondon 
Friday to close at $105.50 an 
ounce in both centres. The 
metal had declined for two 


days after reaching records of 
$110.50 an ounce Tuesday. 

Gold prices traditionally 
rise in times of monetary un¬ 
certainty. This time, the Wa¬ 
tergate scandals have under¬ 
mined confidence in the U.S. 
dollar and sparked the gold 
rise. 

European dealers said that 
when the gold price broke 
through $100 for the first time 
Monday, it *et off a wave of 
panic buying that reached 
$124 an ounce briefly in Paris. 
Gold closed in Paris Friday at 
$108.80. 

Tn Frankfurt the dollar fell 
sharply Friday, closing at 
2.6720 German marks, down 
from 2.790.0 marks Thursday. 
The dollar also lost ground in 
London, Paris, Amsterdam, 
Zurich and other centre*, but 
the declines were smaller. 


In Zurich the dollar dropped 
from 3.1565 Swiss francs 
Thursday to 3.1485 Swiss 
francs Friday. The compara¬

In London,” he said. 

The Seychelles chief min¬ 
ister, James Mancham, earli¬ 
er this year tried to get the 
OAU to stop its aid to his 
party. 

Ekangaki said the wiifcuation 
In Rhodesia is serious, and if 
Britain falls to satisfy the will 
of the African majority “there 
will be no other way of restor¬ 
ing legality except by firmed 
struggle for which Britain 
would have to shoulder the re¬ 
sponsibility.”

Chrysler Sues 
For Lost Cars 


A Revolting Toast to the French N-Tests 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Chrysler Canada Ltd. has 
launched civil action in feder¬ 
al court here to recover more 
than $400,000 in damages from, 
the owners of the freighter 
Vanlene which grounded last 
year near BamfieKL, on Van¬ 
couver Island. 

'Hie 10,500-ton ship, regis¬ 
tered in Panama, was carry¬ 
ing 300 Dodge Colts to Van¬ 
couver from Japan when it 
became lost in dense fog and 
grounded 14 months ago at 
the mouth of Barkley Sound. 
The ship has since broken in 
two. 

Only 129 of the cart were 
•alvageable. Salt water had 
destroyed the rest before sal¬ 
vage crews could reach the 
acene. 

Vancouver lawyer David 
McEwen, who is representing 
Chrysler, said Friday the suit 
has been brought against the 
ship’s owners, Marlene Ship¬ 
ping CO. Ltd. of Panama, and 
the charterers, Yamashita- 
Shinnihon Steamship Co. Ltd. 
of Tokyo. 

He would not disclose the 
exact amount of damages 
sought by Chrysler, but said 
the sum is approximately 
equal to the retail price 
(about $2,500) of the cars, or 
$427,500 in total. N<$ trial date 
has been set although Mc¬ 
Ewen said the case likely will 
be heard before the end of 
this year. 

The federal government is 
also trying to collect about 
$140,000 damages from the 
freighter’s owners for costs 
incurred tin fighting an oil spill 
that resulted from the ground¬ 


ing. Federal justice depart¬ 
ment lawyers have so far 
been unable to bring the case 
to court. 


SYDNEY, Australia (AP) 
— James Montgomery has 
one way of protesting planned 
French nuclear testa in the 
South Pacific. 

He orders an imported 
French cognac. Then, as 
waiters and lovers of French 
wines watch In horror, he 


plunks some Ice into the glass 
and mixes In a soft drink. 

Montgomery’s protest isn’t 
going to stop the tests, but it 
Is symbolic of a large body of 
opinion in Australia and New 
Zealand about the proposed 
French action. 

The governments of Austra¬ 


lia and New Zealand have ap¬ 
plied to the International 
Court of Justice In the Hague 
for an injunction restraining 
France from conducting the 
testa, expected sbme time in 
June. The International Court 
is to begin a hearing Monday, 


but France has ^aid it will 
refuse to recognize the com¬ 
petence of the court. The testa 
will be France’s 30th in the 
atmosphere in the South Pa¬ 
cific. 

There also is talk of sending 
a New Zealand warship to 


join private Australian and 
New Zealand yachts in 
Mururoa Atoll, the testing 
ground midway between Aus¬ 
tralia and South America. 

The protest movement has 
taken other forms, such as a 
work stoppage by Sydney la¬ 


borers employed by a French 
firm and refusal by some As¬ 
tra li an labor unions po service 
any ships or planes owned by 
France or to handle cargoes 
from France. ’

raised in the committee’s tour 
of British Columbia. 

Rosemary Brown (NDP— 
Vancouver Centre) and her 
committee ended a two-day 
hearing here earlier this 
week. 

Committee member Dr. G. 
Scott Wallace (PC—Oak Bay) 
said British Columbia is miles 
behind other provinces, espe¬ 
cially Alberta, in providing in¬ 
termediate nursing care and

improving home care facili¬ 
ties. 

He said he’d be disappoint¬ 
ed if there is not legislation on 
these two issues at the fall 
session of the legislature. 

In a brief to the committee, 
the B.C. Professional Phar¬ 
macists Society charged that 
there is an acute problem in 
distribution of drugs to men¬ 
tal patients and welfare recip¬ 
ients. 

The society asked that a 
goveoriment-controlled stock of 
drugs be dispensed through 
local drug stores and that 
welfare recipients be allowed 
the seme medical supplies 
that are allowed to others.

What is a personal 
home? “You get as many def¬

He and (he Tillicum staff 
try, nevertheless, within the 
framework of their responsi¬ 
bility tor safety and welfare 
of the residents, plus economy 
(“we re spending other peo¬ 
ple's money) to cater to in¬ 
dividual tastes.

them poses difficulties.

He also admits, after three 
months’ operation, that 
greater provision should have 
been made for more intensive 
nursing care, and more activi¬ 
ty areas.

tic care. 

Free discussion of short¬ 
comings, and how they may 
best be remedied, are part of 
the Tillicum experiment.

Your 
husband has undergone a 
serious personality change. A 
neurological examination 
would do no harm and it 
rqight cast a new light on the 
situation. 

Dear Ann Landers: I have 
two children under four years 
of age. WhetTwe go visiting 
they know they must not 
touch anything unless they 
have permission to do so. I 
wish other mothers would do 
as much for me. 

I’m tired of moving plants 
from the sun-catching window 
sill. I’m . exhausted from 
whisk-brooming cookie 
crurfibs out of the sofa cush¬ 
ions. I'm weary from keeping 
an eye on my good ashtrays 
and figurines and saying, 
“No, no. Mustn't touch.” 

Don’t these mothers realize 
they are being unfair to their 
children when they fail to 


teach them respect for the 
property of others? Imagine 
growing up thinking that 
everything within reach is all 
right to play with! 

The little ones are not to 
blame. They only know what 
they are taught.

TUa Anglican Church’s 
Council for the Faith opposes 
church union in its present 
proposed form and is against 
the ordination of women, its 
lay co-chairman said in Vic¬ 
toria this weei^ 

Dr. D. C. Masters, professor 
of Canadian history at On¬ 
tario’s University of Guelph, 
came to Victoria after his 
church’s General Synod meet¬ 
ing in Regina where he was a 
lay delegate. 

He told a group of more 
than 100 Vancouver Island 
Anglicans in CJirist Church 
Cathedral’s Memorial Hall 
Tuesday evening about the 
Council for the Faith, founded 
in 1967. Denis Byrne, people’s

harden of St. Barnabas Angli¬ 
can Church and convener of 
the meeting, said he expected 
an organizational meeting 
would be called in Victoria 


soon. 

“The Council for the Faith 
is not merely negative,” 
Meters said in an interview. 
“It has a constructive, posi¬ 
tive idea of the church. 

“We are advocating what 
could toe called Christian re¬ 
newal within the Anglican 
Church. We stress such con¬ 
cepts as the authority of 
scripture in the theme of 
things. We are in favor of 
preserving and maintaining’ 


the Anglican prayer book and 
we are particularly keen on 
the faith of the creeds, the 
Apostles’ Creed particularly.’’ 

Masters said the council 
lays great emphasis on the 
importance of the sacraments 
in church worship. 

Irt the sense of a general 
coming together of Christian 
people the council is in favor 
of church union, he added. 

“We are, however, extreme¬ 
ly critical of the scheme of 
church union rww proposed for 
the Anglican and United 
Churches and the Disciples of 
Christ, particularly In die po¬ 
sition of the creeds. 


"There is not enough stress 
on the creeds,” he explained. 
"The present proposal recom¬ 
mends ’receiving’ the creede. 
We feel that this Is not 
enough. We do not just re¬ 
ceive them, we believe 
them.” 


Masters said the council re¬ 
gretted the hasty action of the 
General Synod in accepting 
the principle of the ordination 
of women in the church. 

“We regard this as a very 
difficult issue,” he said, 
“which has been insufficiently 
considered ih the church.” 

But the council believes that 
the church could be more con¬ 


structive about the role of 
women in the church, he went 
on. ”We don’t think the 
church has made as meaning¬ 
ful a use of women ae is .pos¬ 
sible.” 

Pressed for further explana¬ 
tion on the subject, he said 
the council's stand was based 
. on the writings of St. Paul. 

“He said that women should 
keep silent We think a rever¬ 
sal of what has been the case 
for 2,000 years should not be 
taken hastily." 

Was union between Angli¬ 
cans and Roman Catholics 
any closer than the union al¬ 
ready proposed? 

In answer to this question 
Masters gave a statement by 
clerical chairman Rev. C. J. 
de Catanzaro, rector of St.

HOPE RIVER, P.E.I. (CP) 
— When Rev. Dennis Gallant 
WM assigned to St. Ann’s 
Roman Catliolic Church in 
this town, five (miles from the 
f amous beach ait Cavendish, 
he didn’t knew that he would 
become, in his words, “the 
biggest caterer east of Mon¬ 
treal.” 

He arrived in 1964 and wae 
dislieartened to learn that the 
church bad a big debt and a 
parish, of only 75 famddde*. 
Most of the male parishioners 
were fishermen or farmers in 
summer and unemployed in 
winter with little money for 
tithing. 

Father Gallant was aware 
that one of the things that at¬ 
tracted summer visitors to 
this quiet, bucolic Island was 
seafood. Why not serve 
lobster suppers In the church 
basement? 

The women of the church 


volunteered to prepara anl 
serve the food and guests 
were charged $1.50 far all 
they could eat. Coats have 
risen since then end last sum¬ 
mer the tab for a lobster sup¬ 
per was $4-50. To islanders it 
was still a bargain, however, 
and most nights there was a 
lineup outside the church. 

* Today the lobster dinners 
have become so popular that 

70 paid employees are in¬ 


volved in the project. The 
women work in an air-condi¬ 
tioned kitchen complete with 
stainless steel restaurant 
equipment, add bought with 
revenue from the dinners.. 

The atmosphere is cheery 
and relaxed with guests sit¬ 
ting in small groups at tables 
covered with red and white 
checked oilcloth and decorat¬ 
ed with candies and flowers. 
A bar, which operates at one 


side at the hall, goes through 
1,000 bottles a week of wine 
and spirits. 

The decor is strictly church 
basement or average impro¬ 
vised rec room. The concrete 
floor is painted grey and pas¬ 
tel paint cavers the cement 
block walls; fish netting cam¬ 
ouflages the pipes and beams ; 
roping twists around the sup¬ 
port posts, and red curtains 
bedeck the small windows. 


Organist Conn Zatt plays sup¬ 
per music. 

“We servt up to 5,000 sup¬ 
pers a week and last summer 
we served 40,000 people,” said 
Father Gallant "Some people 
come .as often as three times 
a week. Myself, I find Lobster 
too rich and have a small 
steak instead.” 

He jumped up, moved iiithe- 
ly between the tables and 
sang When Irish Eyes are 


smiting, urging the diners to 
join him. 

The dinner included juice, 
lobster or steak, potatoes, 
homemade rolls, salad, Ched¬ 
dar cheese, a dessert of pie or 
strawberry shortoake tapped 
with rt*i whipped cream and 
beverage. Children's pistes 
are $2, and extra helpings are 
free except that seconds of 
lobster or steak cost $2.

found on the island. Other 
churches, service clubs and 
community groups also serve 
them. They all offer the ge¬ 
nial, informal, wholesome at¬ 
mosphere of an old-fashioned 
church supper. 

The suppers are served only 
during July and August. Most 
lobsters served are refriger¬ 
ated for the summer season 
— the lobster season opens 
May 1 and runs till June 30 
and reopens in mid-August. 
Restaurants. hotel dining 
roams, seafood houses and 
lobster pounds sell these crus¬ 
taceans ajt^ prices mainlandere 
haven’t seen for a long time.

Next month marks the 10th 
anniversary of the death of 
Angelo Roncalli, possibly the 
greatest Christian leader of 
the century. 

Who was Angelo Roncalli? 
Only a small fraction of the 
people of the world were 
aware that was his given 
name. In the latter years of 
his life, he was better known 
affectionately to millions as 
Papa John — “Papa Giovan¬ 
ni” to Romans. To the world 
at large he was Pope John 

xxm. 

During a brief reign of less 
than five years on the papal 
throne, he made more pro¬ 
found and far-reaching con¬ 
tributions to the health of the 
Christian movement than any 
pope of recent history.

• He ended 500 years of 
cold war among Christians 
and created between Catho¬ 
lics and Protestants a new 
“ecumenical spirit” of mutual 
respect and co-operation. 

• He summoned the Sec¬ 
ond Vatican Council and 
through it launched the most 
sweeping reforms of the Cath¬ 
olic Church in a thousand 
years. 

• He won worldwide re¬ 
spect and affection, not only 
from Christians of every de¬ 
nomination. but from Jews, 
Moslems, Hindus, Buddhists, 
Humanists and Marxists. 

• He restored to the pa¬ 
pacy, through the sheer power 
of his personal goodness, a 
prestige it had not enjoyed 
since the time of the Borgias. 

There have been wide¬ 
spread suggestions that Pope 
John be named a saint. The 
official word from the Papal 
Court' in Rome is that the 
“oause” pf John XXIH — that 
is, the question of whether he 
was truly a saint — is being 
“investigated through norma^ 
procedures.” / 

Some are accusing the Vati¬ 
can of stalling. Critics — and 


there are many —. say cardi¬ 
nals of the Roman Curia who 
never approved of Pope 
John’s reforms hope to post¬ 
pone indefinitely giving them 
the posthumous endorsement 
implied by canonization. 

There is another consider¬ 


ation that doubtless enters 
into the Vatican’s procrasti¬ 
nation. 

Pope Paul VI, who was 
Pope John’s chosen successor, 
has never achieved the affec¬ 
tion and respect of his pre¬ 
decessor. 


Pope Paul’s critics say that 
for him to declare his pre¬ 
decessor a saint —- which he 
has authority to do any time 
he sees fit — would dramatize 
an eclipse of papal prestige 
which has taken place since 
John’s death.

political ineptitud^w^en deal¬ 
ing with the government,” 
and were “totally unsuitable 
to become a majority group 
within our profession.” 

One of the reformers, Dr. 
Kenneth Hill, president-elect, 
said: “I disagree with Dr. Ba- 
rhop but he has his rights to 
say wtiat he thinks and feels, 
as I have a right to say what 
I think and feel.”

Continuing yesterday’s dis¬ 
cus* ion on the /thinning of 
young vegetables, 1 think I 
should point out that the ideal 
conditions for the thinning 
operation are dry plants and 
moist but not wet toil. The 
plants don't come cleanly out 
of dry soil, while handling the 
stems and foliage of young 
plants while wet is • surefire 
way to spread all kinds of 
plant diseases through the 
crop. 

You encounter these ideal 
conditions a few hours after a 
gentle rain, for instance. Or 
when rain Isn’t opportune, 
pour a thin stream of water 
gently over the soil without- 
wetting the plants’ foliage. 

After the intervening plants 
are pulled up, form the dis¬ 
placed soil carefully with the 
fingers or with the heel of the 
hand before leaving the row. 
This is particularly important 
in Jhe case of carrots and 
onions, as loose and disturbed 
soil is an open invitation to 
the carrot rust fly and the 
onion maggot fly to deposit 
their eggs. For the same rea¬ 
son, pick up and either bury 
or compost all the thipnings 
before their characteristic 
smell can attract these pests. 


Garden Notes 


Like lettuce, those little 
two-inch intervals after the 
first thinning. A few weeks 
later, every second plant may 
be pulled and eaten while 
very young and tender. As 
with beets, the leaves of these 
little turnips are as good or 
better than spinach as boiled 
greens, and the leaves of 
these little fellows, removed 
in the thinning operation, are 
especially tender and tasty. 

Kohlrabi, which I prefer to 
turnips, re<|uires a spacing of 
nine inches eventually, but 
here again the thinning can 
be done in two operations. 
First time over, leave the 
plants at 4% Inches, then thin 
again when the swollen lower 
stems are-about the size of 
tennis balls, eating the thin¬ 
nings. This is really a deli- 
eipus vegetable when grown 
fast and pulled young, with 
sweet, fine-grained flesh and 
a flavor that combines cauli¬ 
flower and turnip. 

Kohlrabi should be boiled 


or steamed, and served when 
tender with butter, salt and 
pepper, or with tour cream, 
or in a cream sauce, but they 
MUST be pulled young. If left 
in the ground, they became 
hard and woody, and ith a 
strong, unpleasant flavor. 
This vegetable is very sensi¬ 
tive to root disturbance in its 
early period of growth, and 
thinning should be done with 
some care to avoid any move¬ 
ment in the plants which are 
allowed to remain in the row. 

Beets are another crop that 
requires very early thinning, 
but this time for a different 
reason. What appears to be a 
single beet seed is actually a 
cluster containing anywhere 
from three to seven seeds, 
and for each "seed” that you 
sow, you’ll get several plants 
coming up. No matter how 
carefully you space out your 
seeds, the seedlings will 
white summer table turnips 
may be thinned on the instal¬ 
ment plan, leaving them at 
always be overcrowded and 


must be “singled” as soon as 
they are large enough to han¬ 
dle. There is one variety of 
beet called Mono Germ which 
behaves more like conven¬ 
tional seeds, giving orty one 
plant per seed. 

Leave a spacing of twor 
inches between the beet see¬ 
dlings. and a few weeks later 
you can fall the alternate 
plants and use them as boiled 
greens. The next thining win 
give you a feed of baby beets, 
either for immediate eating or 
for canning, leaving the bal¬ 
ance to grow on to normal 
adze. 

Brussels sprouts should be 
thinned to stand two feet 
apart. This spacing looks 
enormous then the plants are 
tiny, but aa the young plants 
have no value when pulled, 
there is no point in thinning 
by gradual stages, as with 
beets and lettuce. While the 
plants are small, the interven¬ 
ing spaces in the row may be 
used to take a quick crop of 
radishes, or green onions 
from onion sets, or anything 
that will grow quickly and be 
harvested and eaten by the 
time the sprouts need all that 
elbow room.

ancient Persia. With this badge of elan 


and Independence at my throat, I am 
not only comfortable; I am serene.

Thai the necktie is by no means 
passing from the scene is suggested by 
the May issue of TWA’s in-flight maga¬ 
zine, Ambassador. In an article titled 
The Foolish, Silly, Fatuous, Absurd, 
Preposterous, Ridiculous, Ludicrous 
Necktie, author A. F. Gonzales observes 
that the necktie is not wily holding on 
in our hemisphere, but is spreading 
around the globe like many other frivo¬ 
lous items of our culture.

Pawnbroker’s Story 


Testimony from a pawn¬ 
broker, an Oak Bay school¬ 
teacher, a pathologist and 
RCMP crime laboratory staff 
finished' off the first week of 
the Anderson murder trial 
Friday. 

The trial of Jo-Ann Brenda 
Anderson, 17, charged with 
non-capital murder in the 
stabbing death of her mother 
in their Saanich apartment 
last March, is expected to go 
to the B.C. Supreme Court 
jury in Victoria late next 
week. 

Pawnbroker Victor Wil¬ 
liams testified that on the 
morning of March 9, the day 
of the stabbing, Miss Ander¬ 
son entered his Johnson Street 
shop with another young 
woman. 

The young woman, who 
later signed her name as Lori 
Drage, had with her a set of 


flatware which included 
"roughly 40 to 60 pieces of 
•cutlery." 

Williams said he gave Lori 
Drage $4 after she produced 
on identification card showing 
her age as 22. 

"The transaction was not 
with the person in this court," 
he said, referring to Miss An¬ 
derson, "hut with the person 
with her." 

Later, they walked out talk¬ 
ing to one another, ho said. 
Williams added that he 
couldn't "quite remember at 
this moment" if the transac¬ 
tion was a sale or a pawn. 

Pathologist D r. Frank 
Berry told the court that the 
accused's mother, Mrs. Shir- 
ley Anderson, 38, of 4060 
Cedar HiM Crossroad, had 
died of shock and hemorrhage 
brought on by a neck wound.

It turned out In the casa of 
Lindsay Bruce Myers, 17, a 
visitor from Ontario with no 
fixed address, that a good 
rule of thumb is this — a 
knife is legal If it can be 
opened with two hands but 
forbidden if one hand is all 
that’s needed. 

That rules out a switchblade 
and also any knives which 
open through centrifugal force 
—and the knife in Myers’ case 
fitted into the latter category, 
being opened with a flick of 
the wrist 

Myers was found guilty fol¬ 
lowing a trial on a Victoria 
charge of possession of a pro¬ 
hibited weapon. He had the 
knife with him when police 
stopped him May 2 in the 
590-block Pandora. 

Myers said he bought the 
knife in a shop on I*ort Street 
and "they told me It was 
legal.’’ Because of that, the 
judge ordered a suspended 
sentence and a three-month 
probationary term. 

Ostler also said ft was 
"moat regrettable" if stores 
in Victoria are selling forbid¬ 
den knives and added police 
should advise the stores not to 
do so. 

While Myers received a no¬ 
minal term In that case, he 
was sentenced by Ostler to 
five months in jail following 
by a one-year probationary 
term in another. 

The youth had been found 
guilty May 4 following a trial 
on a charge of possession of a 
narcotic April 4 in Victoria 
for the purpose of trafficing. 

Testimony was that Myers 
had three "lids’’ of marijuana 
— the word "lid" usually 
means one ounce — when 
searched at the Victoria po¬ 
lice station and told police he 
was selling them at $12 each 
as a favor to a friend. 

At the time, Myers was on 
six months’ probation re¬ 
ceived March 27 for posses¬ 
sion of hashish. 


He said a stab wound in the 
back "contributed" to the 
death. 

Mrs. Anderson was found 
lying in a pool of Mood on her 
living-room floor on the late 
afternoon of March 9, with a 
knife and a pair of scissors 
leaning against her body. 

Berry described a number 
of wounds he found on her 
body during an autopsy, in¬ 
cluding one of 14 centimetres 
In length in the area of the 
throat 

He said hs also found two 
footprints on the woman’s 
upper abdomen. 

In answer to a question 
from defence lawyer Cecil 
Branson, Berry said "people 
tend not to commit suicide 
with a knife." 

"Have yoa ever performed 
an autopsy on anyone known 
to have committed suicide 
with a serrated knife and saw 
away at the neck?" Branson 
asked. 

Berry answered no. 

In other testimony, RCMP 
serologist Dennis Thrift said 
that bloodstains he found on a 
rolling pin, a towel and some 
items of clothing collected by 
Saanich police were of the 
same blood group — Group A 
— as that of Mrs. Anderson. 

He added under cross-ex¬ 
amination that blood factors 
are hereditary, and that 42

per cent of the white popula¬ 
tion of B.C. have a Group A 
blood type. 

Saanich Det. Frank Briers 
told the court that he accom¬ 
panied Jo-Ann Anderson to 
Royal Jubilee Hospital about 
a half an hour after she came 
into Saanich police station on 
March 9. 

He said she was quiet be¬ 
fore being bandaged for a cut 
left hand hut afterward "she 
appeared brighter, talking in 
the police oar (on the way 
back to Saanich station) 

.. . She was the one doing the 
talking.’’ 

The last witness of the day 
was Elizabeth Mayne, a sew¬ 
ing teacher at Oak Bay high 
school who taught Miss An¬ 
derson for a number of 
months in 1972.

Death Penalty Urged 


Guilty

NANAIMO — A 20-year-old 
United States citizen Friday 
was found guilty of a reduced 
charge of manslaughter and 
will be sentenced June 11. 

Randi Vincent Stevenson, 
20, was charged in the death 
earlier this year of Kent 
Laursen of Qualicum whose 
mutilated body was found in a 
shallow grave at Shoal Bay on 
East Thurlow Island, 40 miles 
north of Campbell River 
March 7. 

Evidence Introduced 
through the course of the six- 
day trial showed that police 
found quantities of blood chi a 
rug, a parka, a chopping 
block, two axes on a chair, a 
table and on the ceiling of the 
cabin but that lab tests could 
not pin the blood type to that 
of the victim. 

Police found the shallow 
grave near the cabin, covered 
with old mattresses and other 
debris. 

It was also stated during 
the trial that a quantity of a 
particlarly potent brand of the 
drug LSD, called orange sun¬ 
shine, was also missing from 
the cabin. 

Stevenson was arrested In 
Boston, Mass., later in March. 
He had lived in the city of 
Boston for two years before 
coming to Canada. 

RCMP Sgt. Joe Grudniski of 
the Campbell River detach¬ 
ment, said in evidence that 
while accompanying Steven¬ 
son back to B.C. to face the 
charge, the accused man told 
him on two occasions that he 
had acted in self defence in 
killing Laursen. 

This evidence was corrobo¬ 
rated by Louise Myhers, 24, 
who was returned to the prov¬ 
ince with Stevenson. 

She related details of the in¬ 
cident, as told to her by Ste- 
veson. 

She testified that Stevenson 
said both he and Laursen had 
consumed a quantity of LSD 
and that Laursen was “bum¬ 
ming out”. 

“Randy said he tpld him to 
settle down when Laursen 
started choking him. 

“Randy grabbed an axe and 
hit him over the head. He told 
me he then went into a blue 
haze and ran out of the 
cabin,” she said. 

Medical evidence showed 
that Laursen had been hit 
many times with an in¬ 
strument similar to an axe, 
including four times to the 
head. 

Dr. Stanley M. Grant, Nan¬ 
aimo hospital pathologist, 
said he felt that any one of 
the blows could have resulted 
In death.

NANAIMO (CP) — The 
Nanaimo Chamber of Com¬ 
merce has asked the federal 
government to institute the 
death penalty for trafficking 
in “hard” drugs, especially 
heroin. 

In a brief, the chamber 
says that under present laws 
the police are almost power¬ 
less to prevent drug sales. It 
asks for special drug squads 
on smalltown police forces 
with permanent search war¬ 
rants and the right to tap the 
telephones of known heroin 
traffickers. 

Persons convicted of traf¬ 
ficking in heroin should not be 
granted bail, suspended sen¬ 
tence or probationary sen¬ 
tences, and traffickers who 
are not addicts but who are 
repeatedly convicted should 
be put to death or jailed for 25 
years, the brief says. 

Heroin addicts who appear 
in court should be subject to 
compulsory hospitalization for 
treatment. 

“Treatment must be com¬ 
pulsory and rehabilitation ser¬ 


vices must be long-term, 
rather than the prevalent 
practice of detoxification and 
subsequent release. 

“Society is not receiving ad¬ 
equate protection under the 
lenient laws now in force. To 
drug offenders, beating the 
courts has become just an¬ 
other game the addicts play. 
They have no respect for the 
law because they know that 
there are no teeth in it.”

But the main thrust of polity 
ical and newspaper reaction 
to the tragedy is that Kaunda 
should have made an immedi¬ 
ate expression of regret and 
should make a swift inquiry 
into Rhodesian charges that 
Zambian troops are to^lamt. 


"As a humane personality, 
who has been brought to tears 
by earlier fatalities on this 
frontier, he will be horrified 
and mky be expected to offer 
such compensation as he 
can,” says The Times. 

"The tension on the border 


between Zambia and Rhode¬ 
sia is not Zambia’s fault,” 
says The / Guardian, "but 4t is 
no excuse for wanton shoot¬ 
ing.” 

Kaunda has so far ’argued 
convincingly that aggression 
has come from the Rhodesian 


side, other observers here 
note, and this has won him a 
measure of sympathy and as¬ 
sistance withing the Common¬ 
wealth and the United Na¬ 
tions. 

Opposition Leader Harold 
Wilson said in the Commons 


*it would be wrpog to start 
attributing blame until the 
inquiries are completed.” 

This statement seemed to 
reflect a general reluctance 
here to accept the assertions 
by Ian Smith’s rebel Rhode-- 
sian government of Zambian 


army guilt, pending an inves¬ 
tigation. There slk> Is some 
feeling that if Zambian troops 
were responsible, they acted 
without Kaunda’s authority. 

If Zambian troops are 
guilty, says The Times, "they 
opened fire on their own 


authority or they sought It 
from Lusaka and got it” 

"If they got it, he (Kaunda) 
needs to know who dn Lusaka 
is making his foreign policy 
for him. If they acted without 
orders he needs to get worri¬ 
ed over the discipline.

LUSAKA, Zambia — An armed Zambian sentry 
guarding a vital power station killed two Canadian 
girls near Victoria Falls because he feared they were 
saboteurs, the Zambian government said in a lengthy 
statement Friday. 

The government of Kenneth 
Kaunda said it deeply regret¬ 
ted the deaths of innocent per¬ 
sons Tuesday, but argued that 
the Rhodesian regime should 
not have allowed unescorted 
tourists to wander into “dan¬ 
gerous terrain.” 


Venezuelans 

Hijacked 
Plane 
In Mexico 


PANAMA CITY (UPI) — 
Four armed leftist guerrillas 
hijacked a Venezuelan air¬ 
liner with 37 persons aboard 
Friday night and forced it to 
land in Panama. The hi¬ 
jackers then ordered the 
plane to fly to Cuba via Mex¬ 
ico. 

The leftists, identified by 
Venezuelan political police in 
Caracas as members of the 
Point Zero leftist group, hand¬ 
ed this correspondent a list of 
79 political prisoners they 
wanted freed. They threat¬ 
ened to blow up the plane if 
their demands were not met. 

They gave no deadline for 
the “political prisoners” to be 
released. 

After permitting three 
women and two children to 
leave the plane, the twin-en¬ 
gine Convair airliner of the 
state-run Avensa Airline left 
for Merida, Mexico, 25 miles 
from the Gulf of Mexico. The 
hijackers said their ultimate 
destination was Cuba. 


Christine Sinclair of Guelph, 
Ont., and Marjan Drijber of 
Rockwood, Ont., both 19, were 
hit by a hail of bullets from 
the Zambian side of the Zam¬ 
bezi River as they hiked along 
a path accompanied by John 
and Carol Crothers of Troy, 
Ohio. John was wounded but 
Carol escaped unhurt. 

The body of Miss Sinclair, 
recovered from a rocky leJge 
overlooking the river, will be 
flown back-to Canada through 
South Africa. Malcolm Leith, 
member of the Canadian high 
commission in Lusaka, 
the Zambian government has 
not replied to his request that 
the body be sent back through 
Zambia. 

Though Canada does not re¬ 
cognize the Rhodesian regime 
of Ian Smith, Leith arrived in 
Rhodesia “in a semi-private 
capacity at the request of 
Christine’s parents.” 

Leith said Christine’s fa¬ 
ther, a Presbyterian minister 
in Quelph, asked that a me¬ 
morial service be held in Rho¬ 
desia before the body is re¬ 
turned to Canada for burial.

Extra ferry sailings be¬ 
tween Vancouver Island and 
the Mainland during the long 
Victoria Day holiday will not 
be made this weekend be¬ 
cause of mysterious "crewing 
problems.”

SAN FRANCISCO — A 5220,000 political 
espionage lawsuit was filed Friday against 
John Mitchell, Maurice Stans, Donald Segret- 
ifci, Herbert Kalmbaeh and the Committee to 
re-elect the President by two campaign staff 
members far former Senator Eugene 
McCarthy. 

The suit accused the four former Nixon 
aides of being involved in “theft and forg¬ 
ery” of McCarthy material for the June 6, 
1972, presidential primary in California. It 
was filed by farmer McCarthy campaign of¬ 
ficials. 

In Washington, Senator Stuart Symington, 
a Democrat, said Friday he has obtained 1L 
“highly significant’’ CIA memos which ap¬ 


pear to verify his conclusion that the White 
House tried falsely to blame the CIA for the 
Watergate affair. 

“It is even more difficult for me to visual¬ 
ize that the president knew nothing about it,” 
said Symington. 

He said all 11 memos have been sent to 
the U.S. lawyer investigating the Watergate 
case and to the Senate Watergate investigat¬ 
ing committee. 

Meanwhile, Attorney-General designate 
Elliot Richardson has chosen Archibald Cox, 
a Democrat and former high-ranking justice 
department official, as the special Watergate 
prosecutor.

Charge Reduced to Manslaughter 

Youth Found Guilty 
In Thurlow Killing

NANAIMO — A 20-year-old 
United States citizen Friday 
was found guilty of a reduced 
charge of manslaughter and 
will be sentenced June 11. 

Randi Vincent Stevenson, 
20, was charged in the death 
earlier this year of Kent 
Laursen of Qualicum whose 
mutilated body was found in a 
shallow grave at Shoal Bay on 
East Thurlow Island, 40 miles 
north of Campbell River 
March 7. 

Evidence introduced 
through the course of the six- 
day trial showed that police 
found quantities of blood on a 
rug, a parka, a chopping 
block, two axes on a chair, a 
table and on the ceiling of the 
cabin but that lab tests could 


not pin the blood type to that 
of the victim. 

Police found the shallow 
grave near the cabin, covered 
with old mattresses and other 
debris. 

It was also stated during 
the trial that a quantity of a 
particlarly patent brand of the 
drug LSD, called orange siln- 
shine, was also missing from 
the cabin. 

Stevenson was arrested in 
Boston, Mass., later in M&i$h. 
He had lived in the city of 
Boston for two years before 
coming to Canada. 

RCMP Sgt. Joe Grudniski of 
the Campbell River detach¬ 
ment, said in evidence that 
while accompanying Steven¬ 
son back to B.C. to face the 
charge, the accused man told 
him on two occasions that he 
had acted in self defence in 
killing Laursen.

Council

NANAIMO — Nanaimo city 
council has reversed its earli¬ 
er position and has dropped 
its endorsement of a sugges¬ 
tion for a solid breakwater in 
the city's harbor, just south of 
Nanaimo Yacht Club. 

The proposal was first ad¬ 
vanced by Bob Littlejohn of 
the Greater Nanaimo 
Chamber of Commerce. He 
said it would help confine oil 
spills and would prevent the 
silting of dredged areas. 

• The council action Monday 
night followed study of the 
proposal by the federal trans¬ 
port ministry. The spokesman 
for the department said the 
breakwater would do nothing 
to guard against choppy 
water created by a southeas¬ 
terly wind, which carries 
most of the bad winter 
weather. 


They took part in three Is¬ 
land rescue missions in their 
Labrador Helicopter and were 
on duty for over 18 hours.

The he¬ 
licopter searched the area 
and the men were later found 
alive and well. 

The. helicopter crerw re¬ 
turned once more to their 
Comox base around 5 p.m. 
but soon afterwards were on 
their way to Tahsis to airlift 
an injured sawyer to Van¬ 
couver General Hospital 

The man, whose name was 
-not released, suffered a 
crushed chest and collapsed 
lung after a log rolled on top 
of him. After an 18-hour day 
Captain Smith and his crew 
took a well-deserved rest. 


This evidence was corrobo¬ 
rated by Louise Myhers, 24, 
who was returned to the prov¬ 
ince with Stevenson. 

She related details of the in¬ 
cident, as told to her by Ste- 
veson. 

She testified that Stevenson 
said both he and Laursen had 
consumed a quantity of LSD 
and that Laursen was “bum¬ 
ming out". 

“Randy said he told him to 
settle down when Laursen 
started choking him. 

“Randy grabbed an axe and 
hit him over the head. He told 
me he then went into a blue 
haze and ran out of the 
cabin,” she said. 

Medical evidence showed 
that Laursen had been hit 
many times with an in¬ 
strument similar to an axe, 
including four times to the 
head. 

Dr. Stanley M. Grant, Nan¬ 
aimo hospital pathologist, 
said he felt that any one of 
the blows could have resulted 
in death. 

The B.C. Supreme Court 
jury of six men and six 
women deliberated for two 
hours and 30 minutes before 
handing down the reduced 
verdict. The original charge 
was non-capital murder. 

Mr. Justice Gordon Rae set 
the sentencing date in mid- 
June to allow for preparation 
of a pre-sentence report. It 
will involve the local proba¬ 
tion service as well as that in 
Boston and in Los Angeles 
where Steven^bn is said to 
have spent his early years. 

Crown counsel in the case 
was David R. Williams of 
Duncan and defence was han¬ 
dled by R. M. Hutchinson of 
Nanaimo.

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Civil- service salary in¬ 
creases ranging from 10 per 
cent to 18 per cent — and pos¬ 
sibly 60 per cent for a few 
deputy ministers — were an¬ 
nounced Friday by Provincial 
Secretary Ernest Hall. 

The major increases for 
deputy ministers would come 
from a completely new salary 
scale for them. 

The increases will cost the 
province a total of 514 million, 
of which $8.5 million has been 
provided in the 1973-74 es¬ 
timates. The other $5.5 million 
will be made available in spe¬ 
cial cabinet-ordered warrants 
from the surplus during the 
year, said Hall. 

The salary increases were 
set after two days of intensive 
negotiations between the gov¬ 
ernment and a negotiating 
team from the B.C. Govern¬ 
ment Employees Union. The 
negotiations took place even 
though the 33,000 civil ser¬ 
vants still don’t have legal 
collective bargaining rights. 

Under the settlement, all 
civil servants making $750 a 
month or less now will receive 
an inrease of $75 a month 
across the board. Those earn¬ 
ing more than $750 a month 
will receive a 10 per cent 
increase. 

For those in the lower In¬ 
come groups, the increase 
will range, in percentage 
points, from 10 per cent for 
those at $750 a month up to 18 
per cent for those making the 
lowest salaries — now around 
$400 a month. 

The new scale for deputy 
ministers will give them sa¬ 
laries of between $33,000 and 
$42,000 a year. Now most are 
paid between $26,000 and 
$27,000 a year. 

Hall explained the various 
deputy minister positions will 
be divided into three cate¬ 
gories with each position 
being dealt with individually. 

Those in Category I will be 
paid between $33,000 and 
$36,000 a year; those in Cate¬ 
gory II between $36,000 and 
$39,000; and those in Category 
III between $39,000 and 
$42,000.

The increase for all civil 
servants was considerably 
more substantial than that 
awarded over the last few 
years by the Social Credit 
government. Last year, most 
received increases of 6.5 per 
cent, although some went as 
high as 10 per cent. In 1971, 
the increase averaged 7.5 per 
cent. 

This year’s pay increases 
will be retroactive to April 1 
— the beginning of the fiscal

year — and will first show up 
on June pay cheques. 

Civil servants also received 
improvements in holiday pro¬ 
visions. Those with 10 years 
service will now receive 17 
days annual vacation, and 
those with 15 years, four 
weeks. 

B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees Union general secre¬ 
tary John Fryer said he and 
the negotiating team were 
pleased with the increases 


which he described as “sub¬ 
stantial.” 

It was, he said, the "first 
time we were able to reach an 
agreement without having to 
rattle the sabres and bang the 
table.” 

The committee will recom¬ 
mend to the 18,000 members 
of the union that they accept 
the settlement in a ratifica¬ 
tion vote which will begin this 
week. 

Hall said, this would be the 
last year that the negotiations 
would be handled without a 
legal collective bargaining ar¬ 
rangement. 

A bill providing for bargain¬ 
ing rights was introduced for 
the first time at the spring 
legislative session, and this is 
expected to be passed, possi¬ 
bly with amendments, at the 
fall session. This will leave 
time for bargaining to be in 
effect for an increase next 
spring. 

Hall said he felt the settle¬ 
ment was “a fair one” which 
reflected increases in the pub¬ 
lic sector throughout the prov¬ 
ince. 

The new scale for deputy 
ministers would bring their 
salaries into line with those of 
other provinces, he said. 

Good salaries would help 
make "a first-class civil ser¬ 
vice” In the province, he 
added.

Brentwood Plans 
$1 Million Fund 




Brentwood College at Mill 
Bay announced plans Friday 
to establish a $1 million schol¬ 
arship fund to enable students 
from a broader cross section 
of society to attend the in- 
dependent co-educatlonal 
school. 

“It is our intention to have 
the fund sufficiently es¬ 
tablished so we can send a 
sizeable number of students to 
Brentwood by the fall of 
1974,” said school governor J. 
A. Angus. 


"We will pay all or part of 
the fees of deserving students 
requiring assistance. Our goal 
is to have a significant pro¬ 
portion of the student body 
attending Brentwood on bur- 
saries.” 

He also said the money for 
the initial phases of the schol¬ 
arship fund and for other im- 
provments to the school will 
l)e collected in a fund drive to 
be completed by the end of 
this year 


In a brief, the chamber 
says that under present laws 
the police are almost power¬ 
less to prevent drug sales. It 
asks for special drug squads 
on smalltown police forces 
with permanent search war¬ 
rants and the right to tap the 
telephones of known heroin 
traffickers. 

Persons convicted of traf¬ 
ficking in heroin should not be 
granted bail, suspended sen-’ 
tence or probationary sen¬ 
tences, and traffickers who 
are not addicts but who are 
repeatedly convicted should 
be put to death or jailed for 25 
years, the brief says. 

Heroin addicts who appear 
in court should be subject to 
compulsory hospitalization for 
treatment. 

“Treatment must be com¬ 
pulsory and rehabilitation ser¬ 
vices must be longterm, 
rather than the prevalent 
practice of detoxification and 
subsequent release. 

"Society is not receiving ad¬ 


equate protection under the 
lenient laws now in force. To 
drug offenders, beating the 
courts has become just an¬ 
other game the addicts play. 
They have no respect for the 
law because they know that 
there are no teeth hut.”.

Mural Defender Speaks Out

Independent and un¬ 
biased experts from the 
Greater Victoria Art 
Gallery should judge the 
controversial murals at 
the Gorge Road Hospital 
before any steps are 
taken to obliterate them, 
Victoria Aid. Malcolm 
Anderson said Thursday. 

“Under no circumstances 
should hospital administrator 
Bill Morrison be allowed to 


order the removal of the 
murals,” Anderson said in an 
interview. 

“I have looked at the 
murals and have found them 
very good. I’m not an expert 
on murals, but it appeared to 
me that the paintings were 
something very colorful on 
what would normally be an 
empty and dull wall,” he said. 

Anderson said it should be 
remembered that the hospital 
was built with public money 
and the murals were financed 
with public funds. 

“As a taxpayer, I object to 
any attempts to remove the 
murals just because some 


people don’t like them,” An¬ 
derson said. 

Morrison wasn’t available 
for comment, but he said 
Wednesday at least one of the 
murals would be obliterated 
unless the artist changes it 
drastically. 

He said most criticism of 
the wall paintings had come 
from relatives of the patients. 

The artist, Luis Merino, 30, 
originally from Mexico, said 
he won’t make any drastic 
changes. 

The main criticism is 
directed toward a number of 
two-faced figures which ap¬ 
pear in several of the five 
murals. The artist says the 


two faces represent the oppos¬ 
ing forces influencing man. 
Morrison says the figures look 
like two-headed monsters. 

Merino has been working on 
the murals since February. 
He has been sharing a 112,000 
federal Local Initiative Proj¬ 
ect grant with Jose Polutnik, 
another Victoria artist who is 
working on a number of 
sculptures at the hospital. 

Merino expects to complete 
the murals by the end of the 
month. Four of the wall paint¬ 
ings are on a 25-foot wall in 
each of the new hospital 
wing’s main dining rooms. A 
fifth one is in the foyer to the 
building’s back entrance.

At William Head peniten¬ 
tiary, the inmates are often 
able to obtain illegal drugs, 
either from visitors or from 
other inmates returning from 
temporary leaves in the out¬ 
side world. 

There is only one guard 
each night patrolling the 
grounds for inmates Attempt¬ 
ing an escape. 

And although it is a mini¬ 
mum security prison, there 
are men there who “are not 
safe to be anywhere except in 
a maximum security facility 
with high walls and armed 
guards.” 

Those are just a few of the 
facts former William Head 
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Flow 
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One of Victoria’s most 
ambitious traffic- 
improvement schemes 

will be completed June 3, 
when Johnson and Pan¬ 
dora become one-way 
streets in opposite direc¬ 
tions. 

From that date on, Johnson 
will be a one-way street going 
east and Pandora will be one¬ 
way west. The new designa¬ 
tions are the last step in a 
project that cost approxi¬ 
mately $1.4 millon and took 
nearly three years to com¬ 
plete. 

Involved was the widening 
of Begbie to a four-lane thor¬ 
oughfare, the extension of 
Begbie to Shel bourne, the 
complete realignment of the 
Johnson Street bridge ap¬ 
proach and, finally, the one¬ 
way pairing of Johnson and 
Pandora. 

The aim of the project is to 
ease traffic congestion and 
speed the flow. 

A meeting was held Thurs¬ 
day at the Century Inn be¬ 
tween city officials and mer¬ 
chants affected by the 
scheme. 

Traffic engineer Dave 
Campbell explained the de¬ 
tails of the scheme, where 
parking meters would be re¬ 
moved and where others 
would be added. 

Merchants appeared to be 
satisfied that the one-way sys¬ 
tem wouldn’t have any detri¬ 
mental effects on their bu¬ 
sinesses. 

Campbell said effective 
June 3,. bus stops on Douglas 
between Yates and Johnson 
would be moved one block far¬ 
ther north to enable motorists 
to make right-hand turns onto 
Johnson with no interference 
from buses.

project supervisor Jack Fin- 
nerty wants to tell the federal 
Commons justice committee 
about the 14-year-old Metcho- 
sin prison as the committee 
conducts its studies of the fed¬ 
eral penitentiary system. 

Finnerty, of 246 Gorge, said 
Thursday he hopes to testify 
before the committee as it 
conducts its study, agreed to 
this week after a national 
uproar about escapes from 
prisons, temporary leave per¬ 
mits, and other aspects of the 
system. 

Finnerty doesn’t expect that 
William Head is unique in 
terms of its problems, but it 
is the penitentiary he knows 
about firsthand. 

He worked at William Head 
for 16 months as project su¬ 
pervisor for an experimental 
program in which selected 
prisoners earned the federal 
minimum wage while working 
on major construction proj¬ 
ects within the prison. 

He resigned March 31 this 
year, as the second building 
was completed, “partly be¬ 
cause I couldn’t stand their 
(the penitentiary service ad¬ 
ministration’s) inconsisten¬ 
cies.” 

Finnerty said he still be¬ 
lieves in the basic philosophy 
of a work-rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram for prison inmates, and 
said it has worked well for 
many. 

His estimate is that about 
half the inmates can be reha¬ 
bilitated, in a minimum- 


security, relatively-relaxed 
program like that being run 
at William Head. 

But one of the key problems 
Is screening, he said, and he 
thinks this leads to many of 
the difficulties at William 
Head. 

“There are prisoners there 
that are not safe to be there. 
They’re a danger to every¬ 
one.” Some are even a danger 
to each other and to the 
guards, he suggested. 

He cited the example of an 
older man — finally sent back 
to the maximum security pen¬ 
itentiary at New Westminster 
— who would have fits of rage 
in which he would throw 
“concrete blocks, two by 
fours, whatever was handy” 
at other inmate-workers. 

However, prison warden 
Gamaeliel Milner, in a sepa¬ 
rate interview, disagreed that 
there were dangerous prison¬ 
ers at the site. "All the pris¬ 
oners we have are very care¬ 
fully selected and classified 
as minimum security risks,” 
he said. 

If he and the staff felt a 
prisoner was “getting out of 
hand” with aggressive behav¬ 
ior or being unable to handle 
the more open atmosphere, 
they were shipped back to 
New Westminster. 

Finnerty said he felt the se¬ 
curity precautions were not 
adequate for the type of men 
in the prison, but Milner said 
they were standard for mini¬ 
mum security institutions. 


Although William Head is 
due to be upgraded to a me¬ 
dium-security jail, no con¬ 
crete steps have yet been 
taken to do this, said Milner. 
He expected it would be two 
or three months before the 
upgrading takes place, and in 
the meantime no medium-risk 
prisoners are being accepted. 

Finnerty said the minimum- 
security precautions made it 
extremely easy for any pris¬ 
oner who wanted to escape. 
At night there were only four 
guards on duty for the 135-or- 
so prisoners, and only one 
was patrolling the grounds for 
possible escapers. 

No head counts are taken 
between 11 p.m. and 7 a.m., 
he said, so prisoners have 
good time in which to make 
their escape. There are no 
arms of any kind kept at the 
prison for staff use. 

He said he felt increased 
surveillance was the only way 
to be sure of preventing more 
escapes, because of the rocky, 
busy nature of the peninsula. 

Milner said there would be 
more surveillance as well as 
better physical precautions 
once the prison became me¬ 
dium-security. At that time 
arms would be kept at the 
prison, but not normally used. 
Arms have never yet been 
needed, he said. 

He agreed with Finnerty 
that drugs find their way into 
the prison, but said that when 
staff found out who was re¬ 


sponsible, they were sent 
back to New Westminster. 

Mean w h i 1 e , Solicitor- 
General Warren Allmand has 
asked Metchosin ratepayers 
to write him about their 
suggestions that the prison be 
relocated on Bentick Island, 
and that the present site be 
used for an oceanographic in¬ 
stitute, said ratepayers’ asso¬ 
ciation president John Water¬ 
man.

Venezuelans 

Hijacked 
Plane 
In Mexico 


PANAMA CITY (UPI) — 
Four armed leftist guerrillas 
hijacked a Venezuelan air¬ 
liner with 37 persons aboard 
Friday ni£ht and forced it to 
land in Panama. The hi¬ 
jackers then ordered the 
plane to fly to Cuba via Mex¬ 
ico. 

The leftists, identified by 
Venezuelan political police in 
Caracas as members of the 
Point Zero leftist group, hand¬ 
ed a correspondent a list of 
79 political prisoners they 
wanted freed. They threat¬ 
ened to blow up the plane if 
their demands were not met. 

They gave no deadline for 
the “political prisoners” to be 
released. 

After permitting three 
women and two children to 
leave the plane, the twin-en¬ 
gine Convair airliner of the 
state-run Avensa Airline left 
for Merida, Mexico, 25 miles 
from the Gulf of Mexico. The 
hijackers said their ultimate 
destination was Cuba. 
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Christine Sinclair of Guelph, 
Ont., and Marjan Drijber of 
Rockwood, Ont., both 19, were 
hit by a hail of bullets from 
the Zarfibian side of the Zam¬ 
bezi River as they hiked along 
a path accompanied by John 
and Carol Crothers of Troy, 
Ohio. John was wounded but 
Carol escaped unhurt. 

The body of Miss Sinclair, 
recovered from a rocky ledge 
overlooking the river, will be 
flown back to Canada through 
South Africa. Malcolm Leith, 
member of the Canadian high 
commission in Lusaka, said 
the Zambian government has 
not replied to his request that 
the body be sent back through 
Zambia. 

Though Canada does not re¬ 
cognize the Rhodesian regime 
of Ian Smith, Leith arrived in 
Rhodesia “in a semi-private 
capacity at the request of 
Christine’s parents.” 

Leith said Christine’s fa¬ 
ther, a Presbyterian minister 
in Guelph, asked that a me¬ 
morial service be held in Rho¬ 
desia before the body is re¬ 
turned to Canada for burial.

‘ Problems’ Sink Extra Runs 


Regular Ferries Only 


Extra ferry sailings be¬ 
tween Vancouver Island and 
the Mainland during the long 
Victoria Day holiday will not 
be made this weekend be¬ 
cause of mysterious “crewing 
problems.” 

Instead, B.C. Ferries 
spokesmen said Friday, ferry 
service between Swartz Bay 
and Tsawwassen and between 
Departure Bay and Horseshoe 
Bay will operate on regular 
hourly sailings, with the last 
run on both sides leaving at 10 
p.m. 

Normally, on holiday week¬ 
ends, if traffic warrants extra 
sailings after the last regular 
run, ferries are operated until 
waiting vehicles are cleared 
from the terminals. 

Those concerned with ferry 
operations would only say Fri¬ 
day night that "crewing prob¬ 
lems” were responsible for 
the change this weekend. 

Ferries traffic manager 
Bob-Innes said there wouldn’t 
be any extra sailings even if 
^ the traffic was heavy because 


of “crewing problems.” He 
refused to explain what this 
meant. 

Transportation Minister 
Robert Strachan also said 
there would be no extra fer¬ 
ries because of “crewing 
problems.” 

“It’s crewing problems and 
that’s all I’m going to say,” 
Strachan said. 


Copters Sent 
To Cod War 

LONDON (AP) — Britain 
ordered two naval helicopters 
into Iceland’s disputed fishing 
zone Friday as the conflict be¬ 
tween the two countries over 
fishing grounds escalated 
British officials said about 
half of the privately-owned 
British fleet which left the 
Icelandic water Thursday has 
sailed back to the troubled 
area.

WASHINGTON — Convicted Watergate con¬ 
spirator James McCord says it is his personal opinion 
that President Nixon set the bugging of the Demo¬ 
cratic headquarters into motion. 

McCord, testifying before tfie senate investigat¬ 
ing committee, said Friday that he had been reluc¬ 
tant to say that before primarily because “it involved 
the highest officer in the land, the president of the 
United States.” 

The former federal security officer suggested 
that in his opinion Nixon also was aware of the offer 
to him of executive clemency if he kept silent about 
the Watergate break-in. 

Asked why he had not spo¬ 
ken before about an offer of 
executive clemency — a re¬ 
duction of sentence — McCord 
said at the nationally tele¬ 
vised hearings: 

“Because it involved direct¬ 
ly, in my opinion, the pres¬ 
ident of the United States . . . 

It also involved an individual 
I consider a personal friend, 

John Caulfield.” 

McCord said he received re¬ 
peated offers of executive 
clemency from Caulfield, a 
former administration aide, 
and was told Nixon knew of 
the offers and would be told 
the response. 

Describing three clandes¬ 
tine meetings with Caulfield 
along a scenic parkway near 
Washington, McCord, reading 
from a 10-page memorandum, 
told senators: 

“Caulfield stated that he 
was carrying the message of 
executive clemency to me 
‘from the very highest levels 
of the White House.’ He stated 
that the president of the Unit¬ 
ed States who was in Key Bis- 
cayne, Fla., that weekend, 
had been told of the forthcom¬ 
ing meeting with me, and 
would be immediately told of 
the results of the meeting. 

“He further stated that ‘I 
may have a message to you 
at our next meeting from the 
president himself.’ ” 

McCord, testifying about his 
third and final meeting with 
Caulfield last Jan. 24, said 
Caulfield accused him of 
“fouling up the game plan.” 

When he told Caulfield he 
planned to tell what he knew 
about the Watergate scandal, 

McCord said Caulfield threat¬ 
ened him by saying: "You 
know that if the administra¬ 
tion gets its back to the wall, 
it will have to take steps to 
defend itself.” 

McCord said he took this as 
“a personal threat" and rei¬ 
terated that “I had thought 
through the risks and would 
take them when I was 
ready.” 

McCord underlined the 
seriousness of the attempts to 
keep him silent by quoting 
Caulfield as saying at one of 
their meetings: 

“The president’s ability to 
govern is at stake. Another 
Teapot Dome scandal is possi¬ 
ble, and the government may 
fall. Everybody else is on 
track but you. 

•“You are not following the 
game plan. Get closer to your 
attorney. You aeem to be

He said all 11 memos have been sent to 
the U.S. lawyer investigating the Watergate 
case and to the senate Watergate investigat¬ 
ing committee.

Elliot Richardson has chosen Archibald Cox, 
a Democrat and former high-ranking justice 
department official, as the special Watergate 
prosecutor.

The locale is New York 
today; and the language and 
"goings-on,” as the ladies 
from Scarsdale might say, are 
today; the situation oi a moth¬ 
er who is reluctant to release 
into the world a son who, she 
believes, really needs her, is 
timeless. 

Actually, It becomes clear 
that everyone needs the other, 
if not always for the expected 
reasons.

An on-slte Investigation Into 
pollution problems at the 
Jordan Rliver mine will be 
held June 4, the provincial 
Pollution Control Branch an¬ 
nounced Friday. 

Invitations have been sent 
to official objectors jo the 
mine’s request to discharge 
more effluent, said branch 
spokesman James McCros- 
san. 

He explained there were 
two separate problems con¬ 
cerning the mine with which 
the branch is faced. The first 
concerns complaints about a 
broken discharge pipe allow¬ 
ing effluent to pollute beaches 
in the area. 

The second Is the mine’s 
request for amendment to its 
pollution permit to increase 
the amount of effluent dis¬ 
charged through the pipe. 
Both problems will be inves¬ 
tigated at the on-site inspec¬ 
tion, he said. 

Heading the investigation 
team will be Harry Klassen, 
chief of the pollution control 
branch’s industrial division. 
Three engineers and a biolo¬ 
gist will also be on the team. 

University of Victoria biolo¬ 
gist Derek Ellis has also been 
invited to join the inspection 
tour as he has been involved 
in monitoring the discharge 
and its effects. 


Official objectors Invited In¬ 
clude the Capital Regional 
Board, particularly Sooke 
area director Howard Elder, 
and four individuals. McCrot- 
san said it was hoped the ob¬ 
jectors would help with the 
Investigation "to make it as 
thorough as possible.” 

After the Investigation Klas¬ 
sen will report back to branch 
director William Venables 
who will make the final deci¬ 
sion as to what to do about 
the problems. 


Venables has the legal 
power to make any order he 
finds necessary to prevent 
pollution, to he could farce 
the mine to repair tha broken 
Pipe- 

McCrossan explained that 
tha on-site investigation would 
take place at 9 a.m. June 4 
because that was the next 
zero tide at the Jordan River 
beach. A zero tide — the 
lowest — was necessary so 
that investigators could see 
what was happening on the 
beach and near the pipe. 


Civil service salary In¬ 
creases ranging from 10 per 
cent to 18 per cent — and pos¬ 
sibly 60 per cent for a few 
deputy ministers — were an¬ 
nounced Friday by Provincial 
Secretary Ernest Hall. 

The major increases for 
deputy ministers would come 
from a completely new salary 
scale for them. 

The increases will cost the 
province a total of $14 million, 
of which $8.5 million has been 
provided in the 1973-74 es¬ 
timates. The other $5.5 million 
will be made available In spe¬ 
cial cabinet-ordered warrants 
from the surplus during the 
year, said Hall. 

The salary increases were 
days of intensive 
negotiations between the gov¬ 
ernment and a negotiating 
team from the B.C. Govern¬ 
ment Employees Union. The 
negotiations took place even 
though the 33,000 civil ser¬ 
vants still don’t have legal 
collective bargaining rights. 

Under the settlement, all 
civil servants making $750 a 
month or less now will receive 
an Increase of $75 a month 
across the board. Those earn¬ 
ing more than $750 a month 
will receive a 10 per cent 
increase. 

For those In the lower in¬ 
come groups, the increase 
will range, In percentage 
points, from 10 per cent for 
those at $750 a month up to 18 
per cent for those making the 
lowest salaries — now around 
$400 a month. 

The new scale for deputy 
ministers will give them sa¬ 
laries of between $33,000 and 
$42,000 a year. Now most are 
paid between $26,000 and 
$27,000 a year. 

Hall explained the various 
deputy minister positions will 
be divided into three cate¬ 
gories with each position 
being dealt with individually. 

Those in Category I will be 
paid between $33,000 and 
$36,000 a year; those in Cate¬ 
gory II between $36,000 and 
$39,000; and those in Category 
in between $39,000 and 
$42,000. 

The increase for all civil

servants was considerably 
more substantial than that 
awarded over the last few 
years by the Social Credit 
government. Last year, most 


received Increases of 6.5 per 
cent, although some went at 
high as 10 pec cent. In 1971, 
the increase averaged 7.5 per 
cent. 

This year’s pay Increases 
will be retroactive to April 1 
— the beginning of the fiscal 
year — and will first show up 
on June pay cheques. 

Civil servants also received 
improvements in holiday pro¬ 
visions. Those with 10 years 
service will now receive 17 
days annual vacation, and 
those with 15 years, four 
weeks. 

B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees Union general secre¬ 
tary John Fryer said he and 
the negotiating team were 
pleased with the increases 
which he described as "sub- 

It was, he said, toe "hrst 
time we were able to reach an 
agreement without having to 
rattle the sabres and bang toe 
table.” 

The committee will recom¬ 
mend to the 18,000 members 
of the union that they aooept 
the settlement in a ratifica¬ 
tion vote which will begin this 

Hall said, this would be toe 
last year that the negotiations 
would be handled without a 
legal collective bargaining ar¬ 
rangement. 

A bill providing for bargain¬ 
ing rights was introduced for 
the first time at the spring 
legislative session, and this is 
expected to be passed, possi¬ 
bly with amendments, at the 
fall session. This will leave 
time for bargaining to be in 
effect for an increase next 
spring. 

Hall said he felt the settle¬ 
ment was "a fair one” which 
reflected increases in the pub¬ 
lic sector throughout the prov¬ 
ince. 

The new scale for deputy 
ministers would bring their 
salaries into line with those of 
other provinces, he said. 

Good salaries would help 
make "a first-class civil ser¬ 
vice” in the province, he 
added.

Bramley has been filling In 
as acting city manager since 
the position became vacant 
about three weeks ago when 
former city manager Bill Hoo- 
son was fired by a unanimous 
vote of city council. 

Mayor Peter Pollen 
wouldn't officially confirm 
Bramley’s appointment, but 
he said earlier this week that 
no advertisements had been 
placed in any newspapers in¬ 
viting applicants for the posi¬ 
tion. 

The mayor added at toe 
time that "it is quite possible 
that the job will be filled by' 
an in-plant promo¬ 
tion.” Senior city hall de¬ 
partment heads consider 
Bramley’s appointment a fait- 
accompli. They say Bramley 
is more than qualified to fill 
the position. 

If Bramley is promoted to 
city manager, it’s expected 
that his present job of city 
comptroller will be taken over 
by his assistant Mason Shel- 
driek. 

Bramley Is 48 years old. He 
joined the city hall staff in
